The cure is seen to consist not in 
liberalisation but in increased strictness of

Firstly, it wants 
the Soviet Union to stand together with 
the United States as a big power without 
the necessary costs wel too heavily 
on the standard of living at home. 

Secondly, it wishes to consolidate pre- 
sent possessions in Europe and Asia by a 
planned status quo policy. And thirdly, it 
ls concerned with strengthening its ln- 
fluence in the crisis areas of Vietnam and 
the Near East without coming to a direct 
confrontation with the United States.
